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Reed. A nasal deliberation, that 
would be a drawl were it less artis- 
tically applied. and a smile that in- 


trigues even the hard-boiled  fre- 
quenter of political rallies, are his 
chief qualities as a speaker. Stand- 
ing in front of the presiding officer's 
table. he seemingly maintained his 
balance in a@ marrow space by a con- 
stant movement of his arms, though 
this gesticulation was not accom- 
panied by any raising of his voice 
from its easy narrative tone. “Why, 
God bless your soul,” was a frequent 
expression. | 
“No Senator for President.” 

One of his remarks which pleased | 
the audience particularly was a pre-_| 
diction that, having chosen a Sen- 
ator for President at the last elec- 
tion, it would be a long time before 
the people of the United States would 
choose another. “Senator Edge (of 
New Jersey) thinks he is going to 
run for President.” he remarked, but 
added that there was ro hope for 
him or any other Senator.

Arnold Bennett, noted English 
novelist and man of letters, answers 
all of them in his article on “Falling 
in Love” in the current number of 
Pictorial Review. The shrewd and 
sensible author of “Mr. Proback,” 
“Clayhanger,” ‘“‘The Old Wives’ Tale” 
and many other widely read and 
realistic tales, has prepared a care- 
ful and most comprehensive chart 
ef troubled pre-matrimonial waters; 
a chart on which every dangerous 
shoal and rock is marked and a 
course into the haven of happy mar- 
ried life is plainly indicated. 


Take the first question, “When 
does a young man fall in love?” 
There are, according to the astute 
Mr. Bennett, certain perfectly def- 
“inite occasions when any reasonable 
person may expect this phenomenon 
te take place. 

“For example, if a man who has 
been too poor to marry comes into a 
sufficient income the chances are a 
hundred to one that soon afterward

“Tf each individual has his ‘fate,’ ” 
eur author points out, “it is ex- 
tremely curious that his ‘fate’ so 
eften happens to be living in the 
game town, or even in the same 
atreet! 


“It is as certain as anything hu- 
man can be that in the average hap- 
py marriage the husband would have 
been equally happy with any one of 
10,000 other women, and the wife 
with any one of 10,000 other men. 
(And when I say 10,000 I am under- 
stating!)

It is unanswerably better to 
marry earlier, provided that the ma- 
terial basis for marriage exists. If

Finally, he closes with a bit 
sound advice on the profession 
being a wife.

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Set. 


HIS circular, which ts issued by 
the Federal Bureau of Stand- 


ards, describes the construction and | 


operation of a simple radio receiving | 


set which will receive messages from 
high-power radio telephone stations 
over a distance of about 75 miles, 
and from medium power § stations 
over a distance of about 10 miles. 
This greater elasticity is brought 
about through the use of two com- 
plete circuits, both of which are 
tuned to the incoming waves. 

This booklet tells about the essen- 


tial parts of such a receiving station, 


‘details of its construction, gives ii- 


rections for assembling and wiring 
and instructions for operating. The 
cost of the set can be kept down to 
about $15.
